The Co&hocton Kultaiu, wh ich at 


the present time is enacting the role 
of -official orjian" of the bo«ird of re- 
view, is laboring hard to convince its 
readers that there is some excuse for 
the creation of such a board in Cc- 
shocum. The 
attempted Kraft of 
•4,350 a year has the Jlulktin's consent 
and while other small cities in Ohio 
are doinjc without, a board of review, 
as provided by the LOUK worth law, 
tbe "official organ'" devotes a column 
to arguing that it is a necessary thing 
In Coshocton. Most of this argument, 
however, is so untenable that the ed- 
itor is unwilling to assert it on bis 
own responsibility, but prints it in 
the form of an "interview'1 with Au- 
ditor Lamberson, letting the state- 
ments appear as Mr. Lam person's ut- 
terances. Some of the matt ^r is so 
ridiculous that THE AGE telephoned 
Auditor Lamberson aid asked him 
whether he was correctly quoted. 
When tbe ''interview" was read to 
hi IE he acknowledged the authorship 
of part of it and repudiated the rest, 
but refused to be interviewed by THE 
AGE. So we are a little at sea as to 
bow much of that "interview" to 
hold Mr. Lamberson responsible for, 
and bow much to ascribe to the 
invention of tbe JitiUftin 
editor, and 


in dealing with tbe several subjects 
therein contained we 
aie not sure 


whose word we are dlsput'ng.whether 
It is tbe auditor or tbe editor, but 
nevertheless some of the rank mis- 
statementsand flimsy arguments must 
be refuted. 


The interview starts off: 
At tbe annual meeting of the auditors of 
the state to appraise railroad property the 
Longwortb lave tvas discussed; and'upon 
questioning the other aud itors from counties 
throughout the state I found that practi- 
cally all of them intended to aoplj for the 
appointment of boards of review? in con- 
formity with the new law. In making ap- 
plication for a board here I believed I was 
acting in concert vrith subst ;atia!Iy asl the 
other county auditors of Ohio. 


When those auditors put their heads 
together and decided to reach for that 
extra 85 a day they had evidently not 
yet consulted their constituents. 
It 
turns out that only a few such boards 
have been created in tbe state, which 
would indicate tbat the people's pro- 
tests were heard in tbe other instan- 
ces.. 


The interview goes on; 
Upon the 
appointment of G. A. Hav. 
George Ayres and IV. 11. Smith I went to 
the commissioners, read the Longworrh Jaw- 
to them and slated tbat 1 had no sugge 
lion to make but the entire matter \v_is in 
their bunds. The commissioners voluntari- 
ly fixed the compensation at $M) a month 
and the sue months time as a maximum lor 
the board's work. 
No compensation or 
time limit was siisgtssed by eilhei the 
members of the reviewing board or my?-- 


The commissioners say that G T. .. 
A. Hay, a member of r*ie board of re- 
view, did most of the talking about 
the compensation and time. Mr. Hay 
made an elaborate argument picturing 
what a" vast amount of work"the board 
would haye to do and made the com- 
missioners believe it would require 
about six months to do it- Tbe salary 
resolution which was originally adopt- 
ed bv the commissioners was carried 
to the courthouse in the inside pocket 
of George A. Hay, who had it drafted 
by his own attorney and copied in the 
handwriting of Auditor Lamberson. 
This prearrangement on the part of 
Mr. Hay. so he could rush 'he salary 
resolution through at the first session 
of the commissioners without- waiting 
for the prosecuting attorney to draft 
the resolution, calls to mind a simi- 
lar 
proceeding 
four 
years 
ago 


when he rushed 
through the city 


council an electric light contract 
for ten years at 3100 a light, before 
the public could know anything about 
it. 35r. Hay's speech to the commis- 
missioners in which he ''explained" 
the Longworth law, led them to be- 
lieve the work was enormous task tbat 
would require many months of con- 
stant work, and created the impres- 
sion that six months at 8200 a month 
for each member would be equal to a 
fire-sale bargain. 
And it was—like 
getting a gold brick for 81200. 
The 


salary has since !»ecn fixed at 8&»j a 
year instead—a differenceof only *1104 
a year for each member. 


The JMlfijn adds: 
The auditor went or. to state that here- 
tofore large amounts of aionevs and cred- 
its have never been returned "by assessors. 
By personal investigation, .the auditor said. 
he has discovered manv such casos. and as 
a result he has added "aboxit ?i:..U1> to the 
list of taxable property since The-last as- 
sessment- Much, however, remains un- 
known, he said, and the ;ax has been !osi-

value of property at say il.UW, 
and the uexl year drop to J4.0UU 
Nothing

review investigates such cases. 


If that is true the tax inquisitor 
should be discharged for gross derelic- 
tion of duty.

What's tbe use creat-ing 
a board of review to do that which Is 
the bounden duty of tbe auditor and 
tax inquisitor?
